Aftei 
I Iks usual opening functions had 
been passed, Mr. Henry L. Juhring, 
treasurer pro tein, gave a Statement 
of tln> Guild's money in band. Its 
amount is about $300. There are 
also several doubtful debts that foot 
up together to a considoinhlc. 

The Brooklyn Guild intends to 
hold a grand reception on Saturday, 
November 19th, in a hall on Broad- 
way, that it has already secured for 
that date. There will lie music for 
dancing, and perhaps theatricals 
will be one of tins attractions. The 
proceeds of this reception will be 
used for charitable objects. 

At first, there was somo objec- 
tions to the date finally selected for 
the icception. Mr. Goo Reynolds 
thought it would be more successful, 
if held on the eve of Thanksgiving 
djiy- President Turner and Messrs. 
Mooie, Wilkinson, Berg and others 
didn't think so, and were not back- 
ward in giving their reason. When 
put to 11 vole, it was decide to keep 
the date at first selected. 

The meeting was anything but 
lively. There was just about a 
quorum of members present, and 
not one visitor. How different 
several years ago. The .Iournal 
then had a live correspondent in 
the Guild. He was not backwaul in 
calling a spade by its right name — 
in other words he told the truth, 
it mattered not who was hit. The 
result was not unexpected. Some 
of those whose acts were fai from 
praiseworthy wore indignant at the 
showing up they obtained ; others 
thought their names should have 
been published in the paper in 
letters of gold anil pictures of silver, 
and there you are.

yet be it said to their credit that, 
serval persons who had been given 
money to help them tide periods of 
enforced idleness or sickness, with 
no obligations to return the money 
given them by the Guild, have done 
so. Such actions stand forth 
blightly in comparsiou to that of 
others who got money by under- 
hand means. Shame on these last. 
Ignorance is no excuse for such ac- 
tions either on the part of the ones 
who received the money or those 
who helped them to get it. Money 
raised for charitable purposes is 
sacred and is so considered by 
right-minded people. 

Mr. Leo Greis, for a number of 
yeais treasurer of the Brooklyn 
Guild, has resigned his membership 
and moved away out on Long Island, 
where he has bought considerable 
property. It would not sui prise 
" Foe's" many friends, if after a 
few years experience in the country, 
he should again come to Brooklyn, 
and again become a member of the 
Guild. 

As to the Federation of the 
Deaf, would it not be a good idea 
for those of this city who are push- 
ing tho subject along in the print, to 
give addresses about it before the 
different societies, clubs, etc., and 
thus enlighten the many who seldom 
read the publications of the deaf. 

The articles in the papers by 
Douglas Tildeu are excellent and 
the plans he puts forward are good, 
yet without a doubt there are many 
who differ with him on the subject. 
For the most part the Gallaudel 
College " boys" seem to consider 
the National Association as their 
veiy own. Nooiits can be president 
of the National Association except 
he holds a degree from Gallaudet ; 
yet Tilden comes out. in paper, and 
cast a deft at them, and apparently 
there is DOUeol the Gallaudet crowd 
that dares to take him up. Why ?

In a practice game with Central 
High School, Saturday, Gallaudet's 
new line-up was tried out for the 
first time.

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In the strict definition of the word 

there are very few animals which 
hibernate, becoming so lost in sleep 
as to be oblivious of what is going 
on around them. Our raccoons an id 
skunks and bears crawl away to 
hiding places and seem to be torpid, 
though thoy awake and become 
active as SOOn as their apartments 
are invaded by human foes. 

Twice we have seen bears uncov- 
ered from under fallen trees during 
very cold weather in midwinter, and 
in both cases the animals were 
awake and on the defensive as soon 

as the choppers could get, at them. 

Raccoons do not hibernate in the 
sense of becoming unconscious. 
They den up in hollow trees or logs, 
bUt let some one eonic along ami 
strike forcibly above their secluded 
dens, and they aie up and dressed 
and ready to Bee as quickly as a 
family is when the fire alarm is 
sounded at the front door. During 
ne.uly every winter thaw, bears, 

skunks and raccoons oome out and 

walk about on the snow, at times 
going miles away from their winlei 
quarters. 

Our greedy lillle friend, the chip- 
munk, is not believed to sleep any 
more hours in the winter lhan in 
the summer. Il puts by a plentiful 
slore of food and poi forms light 
housekeeping in Its hole far below 
the frost. So far as anyone can 

learn tbe chipmunk dwells alone in 
its underground den. The old no 
lion thai the father and mother chip 
in 11 11 k took their children info win- 
ter quarters and gave them lessons 
in Stealing grain anil gnawing holes 
f ri corn bins is a fabrication. 

Wc have talked with scores of 
men who have been (dose observers 
blpmnnks for years, and as yet 
we have found none who ever saw 
two chipmunks dwelling in Ihe 
same compartment. Skunks, are 
very social in their winter habits. 
One winter when a barn in Waldo 
County burned down the charred 
bodies of eight skunks Were taken 
from the ashes and rubbish left 
from the DISCS. Raccoons have 
small objection to receiving sleep- 
lag partners In hollow trees, though 

bears seem to be morose anil soli 
taiy brutes, which have DO liking 
'heir kind. 
Hul the woodehuck sleeps soundly 
enough to make up for all the wake 
fill and half wakeful erealures. 
Hoys who have stored lame wood 
chucks in barrels in the collar to 
pass the winter, have taken the 
torpid animals and carried them 
miles in their arms without break- 
ing in upon I heir sleep. A fat wood- 
chuck in early winter may be 
brought from its nest and placed by 
the side of a win in stove for half an 
hour without making any apparent 
change In its oonduci . 

Hut when a slumbering wood 
chuck is warmed and rubbed uuiil 
I fully awake it is about the 

most disagreeable beast living. 



Though it has been as tame as 
a pet kitten when put away, it will 
"snicker" and gnash its teeth and 
with many signs of displeasure it 
aroused from its long sleep before it 
has burned up its surplus fat by 
respiration. 

It requires long hunting and 
much patience to find a slumbering 
bat in midwinter. The animals are 
so small that they can hide in almost 
any crevice, and their color is so 
subdued that unless one is looking 
for them he can never find them. 
Tho general impression is that bats 
hibernate from October until April, 
as no one sees them flying about 
during the cold months. 

Years ago we found a seemingly 
torpid bat concealed among a wad 
of hay In the mortice of a beam in 
a hav barn. Tho season was 
winter, for we remember there was 
snow on the grrund. It was cold 
weather, too, for wo took off a thick 
woolen mitten as a cage for holding 
the bat until we carried it to the 
house and Installed it as a pet. 
The reason why we never tamed 
and studied the habits of that parti- 
cular bat was because the pestifer- 
ous little creature bit us sharply in 
the thumb as soon as we touched 
its body, and before we were aware 
of it fled from sight. It may be that 
bats assume a sleep that leads to un- 
consciousness in winter, though the 
one we met assumed nothing. 

About the habits of the little 
newts or salamanders and the 
lizards, we are unable to say much. 
They are reptiles, though the speci- 
mens found here at the North are 
small enough to be classed as in- 
sects. We have dug both sala- 
mandeis and lizards from springs 
in winter and have found them in 
full possession Of their faculties. 
We have loft newts out-of-doors in 
in a tin pail over night and had 
them freeze as solid as ice, though 
when they thawed out they did not 
show any ill effects from frost bites. 
Nearly all reptiles — including 
frogs, loads, snakes and turtles — 
bury themselves below frost in 
winter and remain sluggish and at 
limes torpid until spring. If a frog 
is dug from the mud and placed in 
a spring it will swim away, though 
slowly at first. 

Kings and toads can stand freez- 
ing and thawing a few times, 
though the experience seems to be 
"wearing" as most of them succumb 
after repeated trials. Just how 
snakes pass the winter we do not 
know. Two or three specimens of 
the common stiipod snake which wo 
have dug from slone heaps in the 
winter appeared to be frozen and 
stiff, though a natural repugnance 
to the reptiles prevented olose ob- 
servation. 

Most insects can undergo freez- 
ing and tnawing with impunity. 
Insects which breathe air and dwell 
00 land cannot survive freezing in 
water, though dry cold does not im- 
pair their health. — Sri. 



Hi. Polite Toothpick. 

The clubman, having finished 
his turkey dinner, pioked his 

teeth. 

'• Il is provincial," he exclaimed, 
"to regard the use of a toothpick as 
impolite. The world's most fash- 
ionable restaurants — the Ritz, the 
Savoy, Paillard's and so on — set 
toothpicks on every table, each 
toothpick sealed In a little paper 
envelope. 

" We have a town in Michigan, 
the town of Harbor Springs, which 
is devoted to the toothpick indus- 
try. Hen* a huge factory turns out 
7,600,000 white birch toothpicks in 
a day. 

"The process is simple. The 
logs are sawed into bolts twenty- 
eight Inches long, the bolts are 
steamed, and then sliced as thin as 
bard board. The slices are cut into 
ribbons three inches wide, and the 
ribbons are run through a machine 
that drops into a basket on the 
right the finished toothpicks, and 
into a basket on the left the refuse 
splinters. 

"Quill toothpicks mostly come 
from Joinville lo Point, a town 
near Paris. This town takes the 
quills of 2,00(1,000 geese and pro- 
duces 20,000,000 picks a year.

The funeral was held on Wednes- 
day afternoon, and was particularly 
pathetio, as the body of Mr Hoff- 
man's 20-year-old son, who had 
died at three o'clock on the morn- 
ing of that day, of tuberculosis, lay 
next to the father.

*' My father and mother died of 
consumption a long time ago; my 
brother died last year. I have two 
more sick with it and I expect to 
die with itjmyself someday. It's In 
the family." Such was the state- 
ment made by a healthy looking 
girl about twenty years of age to a 
representative of the State Charities 
Aid Association at one of its 
exhibitions on the prevention of 
tuberculosis sent out to thirty-six 
county fairs in Now York State this 
season. This hopeless submission 
to a family fetish of supposed 
inherited consumption is one of the 
greatest obstacles to overcome in 
the fight against this disease. When 
a person with " consumption in the 
family" is told "It isn't your family 
that has consumption; it is your

house, and you can get it out of 
your house and out of your family 
at tlr.e same time," the statement is 
met with almost unbelief. 

It is necessary to convince such a 
person of the truth of this statement 
or that family will continue to have 
consumption and other families will 
through social Intercourse become 
affected. There are some very 
striking pictures in these county fair 
exhibitions which emphasize this 
point and uo doubt dozens have been 
convinced that the fact that some 
one in their family died sometime of 
consumption does not mean they 
are doomed also to die of this dis- 
ease. The pictures are of a house 
in a city of this State in which, 
since 1902, five persons have died 
of consumption in Four Different 
Families. This is a striking illus- 
tration of house infection accounting 
for deaths which usually are ascrib- 
ed to " inherited." 

Possibly the first consumptive 
who died in this house was caieless 
and therefore largely responsible 
for the olher four deaths A care- 
ful consumptive who eats and sleeps 
alone, who is particular to destroy 
every particle of sputum at once, is 
not a danger to the community, but 
a consumptive who uses the same 
dishes, Or glasses, towels and bed 
ding as the rest of the family, who 
SOUgha and spils anywhere and 
everywhere, la guilty of a dangerous 
carelessness. It probably is not 
wilful carelessness, only ignorant 
carelessness. It is to enlighten this 

Ignorance and prevent ths careless 
nesa thai the civilized world has 
arrayed itself for the fight against 
the White Plague In every State 
in this country, there is a growing 
tendency toward organized and in- 
telligent oo-operalion between 
public and private effort with the 
educated individual as the object 
Of Ibis united energy. 

Along with intelligent education 
must go wise legislation and New 
York State is fortunate in the 
possession of laws which provide 
for the disinfection of homes after 
the death or removal of a corrsuinp 
live. Where this law Is enforced, 
the germs of disease are killed and 
the danger of the "family having 
consumption" is greatly lessened 
because the house no longer has 
consumption. It U the duty of 
every health officer to see that this 
preOAUttoa is taken, and it is the 
right of every citizen to demand it.

A good letter from Mr. Allabough comes 
to-day.

derations of kindred societies, not 
those of widely diversified interests, 
as are those of the State Associations 
and the N. F, S. D. According to 
Mr. Allabough, the State Associa- 
tions applying for membership will 
be obliged to pay an initiation fee of 
15 per cent of the total amount of its 
membership fees, for the first trien- 
nial period, and 10 per cent after- 
wards every three years. Under 
this ruling, for each admission fee of 
one dollar in the State Associations, 
the Association will be obliged to pay 
15 cents into the treasury of the cen- 
tral body. Under the same ruling 
the N. F. S. D. would have to pay 
seven times as muchs or $1.05 for 
each member. It is doubtful if the 
State Associations will ever succeed 
in meeting these requirements, if 
they are unable to meet their own 
expenses. No matter what they do 
about it, they cannot succeed in at- 
tracting the deaf to their standard, 
when they are in a federation, any 
better than they can now. But fe- 
deration or no federation , will they 
consent to follow the banner of a 
man who gets mad because one will 
dare to freely express their opinions 
against the federation and call him 
such choice names as irresponsible, 
odoriferous, adulterated, insuffer- 
able cads. He got mad at Norfolk 
because the convention refused to 
bow down to his will; he got mad at 
the Chicago Society, because it de- 
clined to allow him to meddle with 
its affairs. He will doubtless be a 
very mad man at Colorado Springs 
in 1 9 10. 

To his sarcastic comment "that 
from April 1, and thereafter, we 
have not seen the sligblest indication 
that the aforesaid " oralisf'Jof Wil- 
limansett, Mass., intends to do as he 
preaches — that is, to ask that the 
Hartford Deaf-Mutes Benevolent 
Society of his own neighborhood be 
hitched to the Fraternal Society of 
the Deaf." 

I reply : I have no intention of 
meddling with the affairs of socie- 
ties to which I do not belong. I have 
no intention of ever belonging to 
the Hartford Society. The benefits 
are too small. The N. F. S. D. 
would not take it in, as it now 
stands — it admits women. But if I 
was a member I would lay the 
whole matter before the membership 
and explain every little detail and 
the benefits to be obtained. I would 
not call any member who chose to 
disagree with me names that offends 
his national pride, such as on odori- 
ferous adulterated French Ameri- 
can; or such like. I would not say 
to them : If you wish to pay your 
respects to Morin and the Morin 
plan, you had better do it, and do it 
quick. Nor would I write the con- 
stitution and by-laws before the 
federation was a reality. It would be 
done by a committee, not bv

'I'Im- 4Julluu<l<-i Memorial. 



It iH i impimed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I)., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Doaf-MutoH. The present Church 
is Hituated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of Hiich a buildiug as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
In the church odilicouud Ilea center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the Hi lent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining oil lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which liin name has always 
been associated. Thin was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work lie now undertaken. St. 
A no's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
live feet in depth, it will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of tho 
deaf-mules of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallan- 
det Memorial Parish lluilding" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
it.self, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
